ae Mens. alban ‘h 10 or a, to fearch for Wa- 
ter. We went armed with Muskets and Cutlaffes 
* for our defence, expecting to fee people there ; and 
carried alfo Shovels and Pickaxes to dig Wells. 
~ When we came near the Shorewe faw 3 tall black na- 
‘ked Men on the fandy Bay-a-head of us: But as we 
row’d in, they went away. When we were landed, 
Tfent the Boat with two Men in her to lie a little 
‘from the Shore at an Anchor, to prevent bein 
feiz’d ; while the réft of us went after the 3 blac 
Men, who were now got on thetop of a fmall Hill 
about a quarter of a Mile from us, with 8 org 
Men more in their Company. They feeing us cora- 
ing, ran away. When we came on the top of the 
Hill where they firft flood, we faw a plain. Savan-- 
nah, about half a Mile from us, farther in from 
the Sea. There were feveral Things like Hay-cocks, 
ftanding in the Savannah ; which at a diftance we 
thought were Houfes, looking juft like the Hotten- 
a: tot’s Houfes at the Cape of G. Hose: but we found. 
ae them to be fo many Rocks. We: (arched about 
thefe for Water, but could find ni Qr any 
_ Houfes; nor People, for they were all gone. “Bhatt 
we turned again to the Place where we landed, ~ 
and there we dug for Water. 
While we were at work there came 9 or 10 of the 
Natives toa fimall Hill a littke way from us, and 
ftood there menacing and threatning of us, and. 
fees 8 great Noife. At laft one of them came 
towards us, and the reft followed at a diftance. I 
-wentoutto meet him, and came within 50 Yards of 
him, making to him all the Signs of Peace and 
Friendthip I could ; but then he ran away, neither 
would they any of them ftay for ys to come nig 
: peak fe for we tried two or three “Tifies. At. 
_» took two Men with me, and wenrin thext 
A alcng -by the Sea-fide, purpofely to 
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them, if{ could, of whom I weet oH where the 
sot their frefh Water. There were 10 or ,12 of 
the Natives a little way off, who feeing us three go- 
ing away from the reft of our Men, followed us at 
adiftance. I thought they would follow us: Bur 
there being for a while a Sand-bank between us 
and them, that they could not then fee us, we made 
a halt, and hid our felves in a bending of the Sahd- 
bank. They knew we muft be thereabouts, and 
being 3 or 4 times our Number, thought to {eize us, 
So they difpers’d themfelves, fome going to the Sea- 
™fsore, and others beating about the Sand-hills. 
We knew by what Rencounter we had had with them 
-in the Morning that we could eafily out-run them 3 
So a nimble young Man that was with me, feeing 
fome of them near, ran towards them; and they 
for feme time, ran away before him. But he foon 
~. over-taking them, they faced about and fought him, 
He had a Cutlg, and they had wooden Pakctas 
with which, ng many of them, they were too 
rd forthe When he firft ran towards them I 
two more that were by the Shore: But fear- 
‘ing how it might be with my young Man, I turn’d 
- Back quickly, and went up to the top of . a Sand- 
hill, whence I faw him near me, clofely engag’d 
with them. Upon their feeing me, one of* them 
threw a Lance at me, that narrowly mifs’d me. 
Tdifcharg*d my Gun to’ fcare them, but avoided 
fhooting any of them; till finding the young Man 
in great danger from them, and my felf in fome ; 
ant that tho’ the Gun had a little frighted them ar 
firft,.yet they had foon learnt to defpife it, toffi 
up th r Hai ind crying Poob, Pooh, Pooh, at 
coming on‘gféth wich a great Noife, I thought 
igh tingéto charge again, and fhoot oneof them, 
hich I @id. The reft, feeing him fall, made a 
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again; and my pons Man took the Oppor-

alfo was with me, who.had done 
nothing all thi#while, having come out unarm’d; 


and T return’d back with my Men, defigning to at-- 


tempt the Natives no farther, being very forry for 
what had happened already. They took up their 
wounded Companion; and my young Man, who 
had been ftruck through the Cheek by one of their 
Lances, was afraid it had been poifon’d: But I did 


“not think that likely. His Wound was very pain- 


ful to him, being made with a blunt Weapon: But 
he foon recover’d of it. 

Among the N, Hollanders, whom we were thus; 
engag’d with, there was one who by his Appear- 
ance and Carriage, as well in the Morning as this, 
Afternoon, feem’d to be the Chief of them, anda 
kind of Prince or Captain among them. He was 
a young brisk Man, nor very tall, nor fo perfon- 
able ‘as fome of the reft, rho’ ive cou-, 
ragious: He was painted (wh 
were at all) with a Circle of, 
ment (a fort of Lime, as 
Eyes, and a white ftreak d 
Forchead to the tip of it. 
part of his Arms were alfo made whi 
fame Paint; not for Beauty or Ornament, one 
would think, but as fome wild Judian Warriors are 
faid to do, he feem’d thereby to defign the lookin 
more Terrible ; this his Painting adding very se 
‘to his natural Deformity ; for they all of them 
have the moft unpleafant Looks and the worft Fea- 
tures of any People that ever I faw, tho’ I haye 
feen great variety of Savages. Thefe. New-Hol- 
landers were probably the fame fo,t of » People as 
thofe I met with gp this Coaft in my by i id

the fame black Skins, and Hair frizled, tall and 
thin, &c. as thofe were: But we had not the Op- 
portunity to fee whether thefe, as the former, 
wanted two of their Fore-Teeth. 

We faw a great many places where they had made 
Fires; and where there were commonly F or 4 
Boughs ftuck up to Windward of them; for the 
Wind (which is the Sea-breeze) in the day-time blows 
always one way with them; and the Land-breeze is 
but fmall. By their Fire-places we fhould always 

‘eed great heaps of Fith-thells, of feveral forts ; 
and ’tis probable that thefe poor Creatures here lived 
. chiefly omthe Shell-fith, as thofe! I before defcrib’d 
did on fmall Fifth, which they caught in Wires or 
Holes in the Sand at Low-water, Thefe gather’d 
their Shell-fith on the Rocks at Low-water; but 
had no Wires (that we faw) whereby to get any o- 
‘ther forts of Fifh : As among the former I faw not 
Is as here, though I know they alfo 
ell-fith. The Lances alfo of thofe 
, as thefe had; however they being upon 
an Ifland, with their Women and Children, and all 
in our Power, they did not there ufe them againft 
us, as here on the Continent, where we faw none 
but fome of the Men under Head, who come out 
purpofely to obferve us. We faw no Houfes at ei- 
ther Place ; and I believe they have none, fince the 
former People on the Ifland had none, tho’ they 
had all their Families with them, . 
0 returning to my Men I faw that tho’ they | 
had dug 8 or g Foot deep, yet found no Water, 
So Ireturned aboard that Evening, and the- next 
day; being SepeMber.1ft, Ifent my Boatfwain afhore — 
to dig deewef, and fent the Sain with him to eatch 
Fith. i Sg aboard I obferved the fowing 
‘ofthe Vide; which runs very fwift here, fo that

Next Morning my Men came aboard and brought 
a Rundlet of brackifh Water w 
another Well that they dug 1 
and about half as far from the 
ter was not fitto drink, Ho 
ded that it would ferve to bo 
Burgoo, whereby we might 
our.other Water for drinking, till we fhould get 
more; and accordingly the next Day we brought a- 
inard 4 Hogfheads of it: But while we were at, 
work about the Well we were fadly pefter’d with 
the Flies, which were more troublefome to us than 
- the Sun, tho’ it fhone clear and ftrong upon us all 

the while, very hot. "AH this while we faw no more 
of the Natives, but faw fome o e Smoaks of 
fome of their Fires at 2.or 3 mil

The Land-fowls that we faw here were Crows

\ fome as big as Larks, fome lefs 
either fort. «~The Sea-Fow! are Pelicans, Boobies,” 
Noddies, Curlews, Sea-pies, &c. and- but few of 
thefe neither.
